7 CANADIAN TRADE. 

The following letter from a prominent 
London Merchant giving his views on Cana- 
dian trade as affected by the McKinlay tariff 
appeared in the Toronto Empire recently: 

Sirn,—Canada clearly should soon have 
her opportunity for developing a sound and 
profitable export trade, not only with Great 
Britain, but also with all its cownies. The 

assing of the McKinlay tariff bill by the 

Jnited States legislature must be recognized 
as afact, and its influence upon Canadian 
enterprise estimated. Whether the measure 
in question will afiect all its author proposes, 
or uo a great deal ne never desired or imay 
ined, is vot within the writer’s aim to dis- 
cuss. But it certainly is self--videntitsubject 
is not to assist the manutacturers or merch- 
ants of the Doninion. It would seein as if 
the present legislators of the United States 
had decided, and considering the various 
acts of the present Congress aud senate, that 
all civilized importing countries should be 
forced, nolens volens, to take their products 
or have the doors of the American market 
shut absolutely against them. But this is 
game more than one can play. ‘The New 
York Journal of Commerce of 5th instant 
says: ‘The national government has taken 
into consideration this year matvers with re- 
gard to commercial affairs that by reason of 
that interterence will likely bring about wma- 
terial harm to the country at large,” and 
adds, “governments abroad are taking even 
more stringent measures to exclude through 
heavy imposte importations of commodities 
Lbat have hitherto beenin popular favor with 
their subjects.” The extract given is well 
worth Canadian wanufacturers’ and CGapitai- 
ists’ reading, marking and inwardly disyest- 
ing. Many who, like the present writer, 
took careful stock of the Canadian exhibits 
and products shown at the Colonial exbibi- 
tion in London in 1886, must have asked 
again the question, iow is it, why is it 
these exvellent goods are not in general de- 
mand in Great Britain, her many colonies 
throughout Europe and elsewhere? Now, as 
the United States markets wili endeavor to 
exclude, and practically wiil exclude, as 
much of Canadian products as possible, can- 
not more desirable and permanent trade be 
established. Having been engaged for the 
past seventeen years in opening up business 
for all classes and descriptions of American 
productiens one may venture to offer a sound 
opinion—and reply, Why not?) And if Canada 
sees the reason for adopting a fiscal policy, 
not «altogether unlike that of the mother 
country, Australia, New Zealand, South 
Africa, Germany, France and South America 
can and willquickly reciprocate, There is a 
«reat, & grand opportunity now for Canada 
if itis taken by the forelock, Imagination 
tempts one wo use language which might 
seem poetical, bat refraining from such 
soberly, seriously, may it not be said--there 
is nowa chance, which, if missed, may not 
occur ayuinfor ageneration, Soon your 
water-way will be open for steamers from 
lake Superior to the Atlantic, if not already 
open, and now your Canadian Pacitic rail 
way can deliver goods at any season prompt. 
ly at Vancouver from any part of your coun 
try, and sailing vessels or steamers from 
thence are avaiable, and will be available, to 
carry freight at reasonable rates to the east, 
etc, Already there are manufacturers in 
Canada finding for their wares a demand

German thanufacturers are ready todo 
anything export buyers require and are 
vapidly securing business in consequence 
that Americans niiss. 

Canadian manufacturers therefore have 
first to learn what 18 wanted outside their 
market, Whatis suitable and the resolve to 
produce it. By doing this Howards, of 
Bedford, England, have made ploughs which 
have ousted Ames, of Boston, Mass., and 
Hornsby of Grantham, LincoJnshire, has 
made reapers which are rapidly beating Mc- 
Cormick & Words. The Canadians must 
take a leaf fromthe books of Germans and 
Englishmen 1n order to succeed as they are 
doing. 

Again, the American manufacturers have 
always wanted the whole earth, and in their 
eager naste to get it have too much igaored 
the interests of merchants abroad. Their 
salesinen have been sent to foreign markets 
in search of orders, and these, ignorant of 
the customs and methods of such markets, 
have endeavored to go behind the legitimate 
distributers, or have not then too honest in 
business arrangements, Yankee smartness 
and swindling tricks are synonymous terms 
in many foreign languages. as well as in the 
English. It willtheretore be wise, prudent 
and profitable for Canadian manufacturers 
and merchants who want business abroad to 
utilize the expericnce of reliable agents, who 
can inform then what is wanted, what can 
be sold and who will sell their goods to ad- 
vantage, and, having discovered this, deter- 
mine they will maintain the quality of such 
goods and honorably deliver every time 
what they are expected to do. Further, 
geal with all just clanus ina square, fair 
manner and live right up to contractgy enter- 
ed into. 

The agents employed should be authorized 
to arrange with first-class importing merch- 
ants and to appoint them as distributing buy- 
ing agents, thus securing established con- 
nections and the advantage of cash payment 
at one andthe same time. Modcrate consign- 
ments of goods advised as likely to be in 
demand, or can be made to grow intodemand, 
should be sent to financially and commercial- 
ly desirable firms, a plentifal supply of sam- 
ples, illustrated catalogues and_ price lists 
must also be turnished. 

Sellers must give cost, freight and insur- 
ance prices to foreign parts as well us free 
on board, 

At the outset of business, agents must not 
only be guaranteed a commission mpon busi- 
ness done, but something in the shape of a 
retainer for work attempted and out of 
pocket expenses in opening up new trade. 

The best class of agents are not prepared 
to work purely upon chances or as philan- 
thropists. But when they have established 
the agencies, Commissions are sufficient and 
preferred, This is a rough outline of what 
may easily be attempted, and from a long 
commercial experience is practicable. Were 
a number of leading Canadian manufacturers 
to combine, an export company might be 
formed and desirable premises provided in 
London in which samples of their various 
goods could be shown and = sales affected, 
Merchants congregate here from every quar- 
ter of the globe and might be got to inspect 
what Canada offers, and thus become her 
customers, The Germans have in Hamburg, 
at the Bourse there, exactly such a display as 
Canada should and could have here in Lon. 
don, This exaporteompany, by having head- 
quarters in London, might become, uot only 
sellers there of all Canadian produce which a
